THE MOST DROUGHT 
RESISTANT GRASSES 


Experimental Farm Note 


In moist years there is plenty of feed on the average farm, In 
droughty ones fodder crops are short, and the farmer with much 
live stock is often at his wits’ end to carry it through. He needs 
hay and pasture crops therefore, which will best stand the dry 
Feusons 

Since 1918 the Beaverlodge Experimental Station has seeded 
from 120 up to 150 or more plots of grasses each year, both singly 
and in combination; with, as well as without nurse crops. The 
Station land is high and but moderately well adapted to hay 
production 

The grasses tested have been chiefly Brome, Western Rye, 
Timothy, Meadow Fescue and Kentucky Blue, although Red Top 
has also been employed in a limited way 

Results to date decidedly favor Brome and Western Rye as the 
two most dronght resistant grasses. Thisis true even in the 
average senson, while in the droughty summer of 1922 it was 


conspicously emphasized, for Timothy, Meadow Fescue and 
Kentucky Blue were almost a complete failure 

Western Rye is especially adapted for hay. It seems to stand 
drought nearly as Well as Brome, may be seeded either with or 
without a nurse crop and will continue to yield crops for three 
or four years, though the last two or three may be light. Rye 
Grass sod can be broken rather more easily than the sod of 
Brome or Timothy and unlike the two former, it hus given us no 
trouble from volunteering 

When grown singly its hay is rather slithery to handle and if 
very mature is unpalatable. Cut well on the green side,it makes 
good feed, It is subject to ergot, but we have seen little of this 
in the cultivated varieties 

Because of its bunch habit of yrowth, Western Rye is well 
adapted for growing in combination with alfalfa 

Brome is best ad» pted for pasture. As hay it is somewhat 
fluffy to handle, especially When the crop is short, It must be 
cured extra well or it will must in the stack. The sod is tough to 
plough and the root stocks difficult to kill, though this can be 
accomplished by breaking in June or July, keeping under with 
cultivation, and back setting deeply in the fall.
